A Valnnule Witness for the State. 


The witnesrof the morning was ^ illiam

accompanied by Kunze and Coughlin, boiug 
in there at 10:-U o'clock on the night of May

When asked to pick out tbe two men, the 


witness said that while he wouldn't swear 
that Cou^hlin and Kunze. wore tbe ones, on 
account of bis never having seen them be- 
fore that night, yet his opinion was that they 
were. 
About (J'Suilivan, however, he had 


not the slightest doubt.

livau'ti statement about not having been out 
of the hous3 on that night, except for a mo- 
ment about 9:30 o'clock, when his men came 
in, and then he had only gone as far as the 
»heJ, N'jimaa's story is* very valuable to 
the state.

killed by Col. William Cu^sius Goodloe and 
ths latter was mortally woumled by Swope. 
Tlie affair occurred in tbo lobby of the new 
government building and grow out of tbe 
trouble tbe men bad nearly tivo years ago. 
The men met as stated and hot words passed 
between them when G-oodloo drew a bowie- 
kmfeandcut Swopa all to pieces. 
Swope 


drow a pistol and shot Goodloe, tha ball tak 
ing effect in the abdomen. 


ISoth Were Prominent Men. 


The doctors think ho will die.

Goodloe is internal revenue collector for this 
district arid was a member of the

He belongs to one of the oldest and 
best families in the state. Col. Swope was 
one of Kentucky's most prominent Repub- 
licans, and was formerly collector of inter- 
nal revenue for this district.

Cu.vrox, III., Nov. 7.—The Farmers' 


Mutual Benefit association is making great 
headway in this county. There are now 
seven lodges in the county, with demands 
pressing the officers of the local assembly 
every week for the institution of new ones. 
The ceremonies and even the purposes of the 
curtained guild are strictly secret,yet the out- 
lines of the county assemblies and other 
official sittings of the 
body are often 


told. A week since the county assembly, 
made up of delegates from each subordinate 
branch in the comity, met at the court 
house here. There were. 150 delegates pres- 
ent 
Mr. Nathan M. Barnett, the labor 


candidate for state treasurer, was selected 
to represent this district in the national as- 
sembly. Mr. Barnett was a life-long denio-

party. At the village

has in six weeks grown to 120 members.

There are three country towns 
which already have made arrangements for 
their own store; stock-shipping and the en- 
tire trade.
